Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that claim 1 excluded particles submerged in the 
bulk layer of extruded resin and that this defined over Keller et al., which has particles in the bulk of the solvent coated 
layer as well as on the surface. The examiner disagreed and stated that the language of claim 1 did not exclude 
microparticles within the sheet layer. Possible language was discussed to exclude particles in the bulk of the resin 
layer, but no agreement was reached. The examiner requested that support in the specification be shown for any new 
language used to clarify claim 1 . Applicant argued that Keller et al. does not teach the roller process step required in 
claim 8. Again no agrement was reached, though the examiner agreed to further consider the issue regarding claim 8, 
if it is raised in the next response..
